Despite Bad Weather. 

The record raid on the Nazi cap- 
ital, which German leaders once 
boasted never would feel the ter- 
ror of Allied bombs, was made 
despite bad weather, and the huge 
black night bombers of the RAF 
fiying through thick clouds not 
only smashed the industrial su- 
burbs, but hit government build- 
ings in the great city with their 
record weight of explosives. The 
previous record weight of just 
2.300 long tons poured down on 
Hamburg last August 23. 

U. S. Marauder medium bomb- 
ers kept up the attack on the 
Nazi-controlled continent during 
the day. bombing Cherbourg in 
France and German airfields. 

Berlin is the heart of Germany’s 
war effort because it is the center 
,of the government and one of the 
country’s major industrial areas, 
especially for electrical equip- 
ment. and it is the nation’s key 
transportation center 

The huge RAF force struck 

ground 8 o'clock and in a few 
minutes had deluged miles and 
miles of the city from the govern- 
mental Wilhelmstrasse to the key 
industrial suburbs with a storm of 
high explosives. 

The bombers struck in two 
waves, with the second group 
catching persons who were 
trapped outside air-raid shelters 
when the all-clear signal was mis- 
takenly sounded. 

Fires and Explosions. 

The Germans were powerless to 
do anything but shoot up flak in 
a wild barrage which knocked 
down a maximum of 26 bombers, 
less than half of the RAF loss in 
the first big attack or Berlin Au- 
gust 28.

This gave the first indication 
from either side that the Eighth 
Army had succeeded in crossing 
the Sangro river in streng$h at 
any point. 

Radio France, of Algiers, an- 
nounced that the British Eighth 
Army had captured Castel Di San- 
gro, a town of 5,000 on the Sangro 
river, 40 miles inland from the 
Adriatic, which had been a strong- 
hold of the Nazi Italian line. 

Castel Di Sangro was reported 
in a field dispatch earlier this 
week to have been fired by the 
Germans in evident preparation 
for evacuation. It lies five miles 
west of British-held Vastagirardi.

Counter Blows 


LONDON, Wednesday, Nov. 24. 
(?)— The German counterattack 
in Russia, rising to new intensity, 
wrested several populated places 
from the Russians after hand-to- 
hand fighting and savage gun 
duels in which more than 100 
German tanks were destroyed and 
2,000 Nazi soldiers were killed, 
Mascow announced today. 

The Russians failed to locate 
the places they evacuated, but 
said the Germans were flinging 
large forces of tanks and infantry 
into their counterattacks in the 
Chernyakhov-Brusilov area of the 
northern Ukraine. 

Here, where the Russians reach 
farthest west, and have retreated 
from Zhitomir, the Germans were 
smashing at the flank of the So- 
viet army’s Kiev salient. 

Chernyakhov is 13 miles north 
of Zhitomir on the Zhitomir-Kor- 
osten railway, while Brusilov— 
mentioned for the first time by 
the Russians—is 36 miles east of 
Zhitomir and only 45 miles west 
of Kiev, suggesting new German 
gains toward the Ukraine capital. 

The Moscow midnight communi- 
que, recorded by the Soviet moni- 
tor from a broadcast, said the 
Germans were paying a high price 
for their assault as Soviet infan- 
trymen, tankmen and gunners put 
up stiff resistance. Russian planes 
struck massed blows at German 
lines “and at their reserves which 
were brought up,” it said. 

Nineteen German planes were 
reported shot down in air combat 
in this area. 

German commentators continu- 
ed to speak cautiously of their 
counterattack, and the high com- 
mand merely reported advances 
which pierced the Russian line of 
defense. 

But the Germans reported other 
important Russian drives concern- 
ing which the Soviet communique 
was silent. The drives, through 
breaches in the German White 
Russian lihe, appeared aimed at 
Orsha and Mogilev. 

The Red army was said to have 
forced two large gaps in the Ger- 
man positions southwest of Kri- 
chev midway between Smolensk 
and Gomel where “fierce fighting 
is continuing.” 


Samos Island 
Abandoned _ by 
British Troops 


LONDON, Nov. 23.—(#)—Stur- 
dily carrying on their war of at- 
trition, the Yugoslav Partisan 
army still clung tonight to three 
islands off Fiume after breasting 
for four days the shock of strong 
German attacks intended to clear 
the approaches to that most vital 
of Hitler’s Yugoslavian ports. 

This was the center of the fight- 
ing on the Balkan front during a 
day that brought British acknow]l- 
edgement that Samos, the _ third 


important island lost to the Ger- 
mans in the Aegean along the 
flank of Greece, had been aban- 
doned 

Fighting spread from the three 
bloodily contested islands—Krk, 
Cress and Losinj—which block 
the entrance to Fiume through 
which Hitler has been funnelling 
troops and supplies into the 
Balkans, to the nearby Croatian 
coastal areas and it appeared that 
Field Marshal Erwin Rommel’s 
main objective at present was to 
clear the whole of northwest Yu- 
goslavia in an effort to open his 
line northward to Italy. 


General Josip Broz (Tito) in a 
communique said his Partisan 
forces were engaged in “bitter de- 
fensive battles” with the Germans 
in this whole sector but he made 
clear his men were holding on 
everywhere. 

In the interior, he said, Parti- 
sans met with local successes in 
Serbia and repulsed repeated Ger- 
man attacks in Bosnia. In Dalma- 
tia too there was heavy fighting 
in which the Nazis were held to a 
standstill.

Allies Prepare 
Psychological 
Blows for Axis 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 23.—()— 
The Allied leadership is preparing 
tremendous psychological and mil- 
itary blows at the Nazis—which 


can be expected also to have pro- 
found repercussions in Tokyo. 


This became increasingly clear 
today as a welter of rumors and 
reports flew here and in London 
of impending great decisions de- 
signed to hasten the war’s end. 
One version of the British capi- 
tal was that President Roosevelt, 
Prime Minister Churchill and 
Premier Stalin intend to map fi- 
nal military plans and then tell 
the German people in effect that 
they must throw off the Nazi yoke 
or be smashed—a move which 
conceivably might lead to a quick 
crack-up of the Nazi ologarchy.

Combat Planes 
Going to Russia

WASHINGTON, Nov. 23.—() 
The existence of an established 
and busy air ferry route through 
Alaska over which hundreds of 
combat airplanes have been de- 
livered to Russia was disclosed 
officially today for the first time 
by Robert P. Patterson, under- 
secretary of war. 

Relating the history of the Canol 
oil project in northwest Canada, 
Patterson cited the fueling and 
servicing of planes being flown 
to Russia as one of the factors 
influencing the decision to un- 
dertake the $130,000,000 develop- 
ment. 

Patterson’s testimony before 
the Senate Truman Committee 
was the War Department's offi- 
cial answer to complaints by In- 
terior Secretary Ices that the 
Army went ahead “with this oil 
venture without his knowledge 
and as far as he was concerned 
it “ought to be junked now.” A 
War Production Board spokes- 
man had voiced the same com- 
plaint, and the Budget Bufeau 
also had expressed interest in the 
contracts. 

Defending Alaska. 

“In addition to defending Alas- 
ka,” said his formal statemgnt to 
the Senate’s Truman War Inves- 
tigating Committee, “it was then 
(early 1942) our plan, since con- 
summated, to ferry combat planes 
to. Fairbanks, there to be deliv- 
ered to the Russians for use 
against Germany on the Russian 
front. 

“This is the short arctic route 
to Russia. The best available 
route for planes from this coun- 
try to Alaska is to Edmonton, 
Alberta, and then along a line of 
airfields through Whitehorse to 
Fairbanks, and a large number 
of planes have been delivered to 
the Russians along this route, and 
are still being delivered in undi- 
minishing numbers. 

“Our fighter planes, and to a 
lesser degree, our bombers and 
cargo ships, required servicing en 
route. Emergency landings re- 
quired additional service at in- 
termediate points.” 

It has been known in formed 
quarters for months that planes 
were being delivered to Russia 
over the Canada-Alaska route, 
roughly paralleling the Alaskan 
highway, but few public hints 
have been permitted. 

The imposition of secrecy on the 
operation has been generally at- 
tributed to the Russian govern- 
ment.

The 
soldier, on being called a coward 
by his commanding general, felt 
that his whole world has disinte- 
grated.

General Eisenhower, upon hear- 
ing of the incident, immediately 
wrote Patton a letter in which he 
derfounced: his conduct and order- 
ed him to make amends or be re- 
moved from his command,

Face Slapped, 
Pants Kicked, 


Indianan Says 


SOUTH BEND, In2., Nov. 23.— 
(?)—Herman F. Kuhl, a Misha- 
waka casket maker, brought to 
the South Bend Tribune today a 
letter from his 26-year-old son, 
Private Charles Herman Kuhl, in 
which the young man _ wrote, 
“General Patton slapped my face 
yesterday and kicked me in the 
pants and cussed me.” 

The letter indicated the _ sol- 
dier was in a Sicilian hospital. It 
was dated August 4. 

“This probably won't go 
through,” Private Kuhl wrote, 
“but I don’t know. Just forget 
about it in your letters.” 

The elder Kuhl told the Trib- 
une of another letter recéived 
from his son in which the soldier 
told of being taken from Sicily 
to North Africa for a hearing on 
the incident. 

The father said his son wrote 
that after this hearing he was 
escorted to General Patton's of- 
fice. Kuhl quoted his son as writ- 
ing that General Patton apolo- 
gized to him, shook hands with 


him and told him he had “acted 
too hastily.” 

Kuhl said his son was inducted 
into the Army last December 18 
at Camp Perry, Ohio. 

Private Kuhl is married to Lu- 
retta Kuhl, who is employed in 
a war plant at South Bend. He is 
the father of a two-year-old daugh- 
ter by a previous marriage. 

Kuhl said he did not know 
whether his son was the soldier 
mentioned in dispatches from Al- 
lied headquarters in Algiers as 
having been slapped by General 
Patton. He explained that his 
son was inducted into the Army. 
The Algiers dispatches described 
the soldier as a regular Army man

Gasmata Attacked. 

Possibly indicating that the in- 
vasion of western New Britain 
from the Allied-held Huon gulf of 
New Guinea may be at hand, 
more than 100 bombers delivered 
the third straight blow on Gas- 
mata Monday. Adding to its sig- 
nificance was a co-ordinated 52- 
ton strike at the Cape Gloucester 
airdrome, which is on New Brit- 
ain’s western tip, even nearer to 
New Guinea. Those are the ene- 
my’s two principal air bases in 
that sector. 

Rabaul is on the island’s oppo- 
site end, and ground forces of Ad- 
miral Halsey, moving up the Solo- 
mons, now stand within 260 miles 
of it at Empress Augusta bay, on 
Bougainville.

Consumer Subsidies 


Defeated 


by House 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 23.—(AP)—In a sledgehammer 
assault upon the administration’s “hold-the-line” program, 
the house late today passed and sent to the senate a measure 
outlawing future use of consumer subsidies to hald down 


food prices. 


Amid cries from subsidy supporters that the move would 
result in inflation, the opposition piled up a roll-call vote of 


clear-cut test of the subsidy issue, 
however, because the bill contain- 


ed two parts: The ban on sub- 
sidies, and a provision continuing 
the life of the Commodity Credit 
Corporation. 

Some legislators voted for the 
bill although opposed to one of its 
provisions. For example, Repre- 
sentative Patman, Democrat, Tex- 
as, a leader in the fight to save 
subsidies, voted for the bill, ex- 
plaining that he wanted to see 
CCC continued, “and I expect to 
get a second whack at this thing 
when the President sends up a 


veto.” 
Bitter Struggle. 


The one-sided result constituted 
the first vital blow struck in the 
second round of the bitter sub- 
sidy battle between President 
Roosevelt and a Capitol Hill coali- 
tion of Republican legislators and 
Democratic lawmakers from the 
farm states. 

Round one went to the admin- 
istration, when the house in July 
upheld the chief executive’s veto 
of a similar prohibition. Then as 
now the subsidy ban was attached 
to legislation extending the life 


of the Commodity Credit Cor- 
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278 to 117—enough, if the lineup remains unchanged, to 
override an anticipated veto by President Roosevelt. 
The vote was not an absolutely’ 


poration. After the summer veto 
congress gave CCC a new lease 
on life without the prohibition. 

® Veto Said Likely. 

Majority Leader McCormack 
Said there is a “reasonable _ in- 
ference” the President will veto 
the present bill. 

The showdown, climax of three 
days of acrimonious arguments, 
was reached only after the out- 
numbered and outmaneuvered ad- 
ministration forces proferred sev- 
eral compromises, only to see 
them summarily rejected: Down 
to defeat went these amendments: 

1. Representative Monroney’s, 
Democrat, Oklahoma, three-way 
formula to continue _ subsidies 
through the canning season to 
October 1, 1944, limit them to a 
total of $750,000,000, and provide 
for their immediate discontin- 
uance if a general wage increase 
is granted above the “Little 
Steel” 15 per cent limit. The vote, 
by tellers, was 120 to 154. 

2. Representative Kunkel’s, Re- 
publican, Pennsylvania, sugges- 
tion to give the subsidies one year 
of grace by granting a flat con- 
tinuance of those now in effect 
through 1944. The standing vote 
was 90 to 143. 

Patman Demand Beaten. 

3. Representative Patman’s, 
Democrat, Texas, demand that 
the house eliminate the subsidy 
prohibition altogether. The vote, 
by tellers, was 102 to 173. 

4. Representative Edwin: Hall’s, 
Republican, N York, proposal 
to permit the CCC to acquire 
corn and other feed for cattle 
and poultry in feed shortage 
areas. The standing vote was 26 
to 164. 

5. Representative Hays’, Demo- 
crat, Arkansas, plan to eliminate 
livestock feed subsidies from the 
prohibition. It was defeated, 141 
to 72. 

6. Representative Robertson’s, 
Democrat, Virginia, amendment to 
continue subsidies on sugar beets. 
Beaten, 143 to 90. 

7. Representative Ford, Demo- 
crat, California, to eliminate the 
exemption in the bill which per- 
mits subsidies on soy beans, pea- 
nuts and cotton seed oil. Beaten, 
147 to 34. 

8. Representative O’Connor, 
Democrat, Montana, to provide 
for subsidies on cattle and sheep 
to increase production. 

Food Stamp Plan Blocked. 


An attempt by Representa: ze 
Herter, Republican, Massachu- 
setts, to incorporate a food stamp 
plan to provide relief for persons 
in the fixed income group, such 
as pensioners and dependents of 
service men, was blocked on a 
point of order that the amend- 
ment was not germane. 

In last ditch pleas, McCormack 
declared the subsidy ban would 
“prove a heavy blow on millions 
of consumers with fixed in- 
comes.” Monroney' said_ that 
“we’re putting a match under the 
powder keg of inflation,” and 
Patman asserted it would “make 
it possible for us to lose the war, 
for people will not produce for 
worthless money.” 

Against those arguments, foes 
of the program contended that 
prices should be allowed to “rise 
to their natural level at the .ar- 
ket place,” that the resultant in- 
creased prices would encourage 
production, that continued subsi- 
dies mean “regimentation” and 
“socialization” of agriculture, — 

All the Georgia representatives 
voted for the measure with the 
exception of Ramspeck, who was 
paired against it.

Win the Peace, 


U rees Russell 


The American soldiers and their 
Allies will Win, the war in the 
battlefield—perhaps sooner than 
expected, but it will be up to the 
American public to win the peace, 
Senator Russell told his audience 
at the Kiwanis Club luncheon. 

“My generation won the war 
last time,” the senator said yester- 
day at the Ansley hotel. “But we 
lost the peace. It is left for the 
American people of this genera- 
tion to see that their representa- 
tives do not lose the peace at the 


end of this war.” 

“The United Nations must set 
up a system in this world to sub- 
stitute for war,” he _ continued. 
“Our economic structure cannot 
stand another war like this one 
during the next generation.” 

The senator told his audience 
of his recent tour around the, 
world battlefronts and explained 
his views of principles which 
should be upheld after the war. 

“Don’t Sink Our Navy.” 


“When peace comes, let’s don’t 
sink our fine Navy,” he _ said. 
“Some have called me imperial- 
istic, but I still advocate this 
country taking over and not aban- 
doning bases of Jap-mandated is- 
lands in the Pacific vital to the 
United States. We should not 
abandon them for the next gen- 
eration to retake. 

“Finally, we must teach those 
who started this war a lesson—a 
frightening lesson. To deter any 
would-be Hitlers, Hirohitos and 
poor little Mussolinos, death 
would be my penalty for them 
all.” 

Senator Russell spoke of his vis- 
its with the King and Queen of 
Great Britain and his talk with 
Prime Minister Churchill while 
the senate party was in England. 


He paid tribute to the men of the |. 


Eighth Air Force and of the RAF. 
Bomb-Smashed Germany. 
“For a while I thought the re- 
ports of the bombing of Germany 
were exaggerated, ” Russell added. 
“Rut after seeing thousands of 
reconnaissance pictures — particu- 
larly of Hamburg—I know those 
reports are true. The RAF and 
the Eighth Air Force make an un- 
beatable team. The RAF special- 


izes in aerial night bombing. Aft- 
er the reconnaissance planes bring | 
back the damage, the Eighth Air | 
Force goes over for precision davy- | 
light bombing, to clear up any 
area miseed by the RAF.” 

“The Germans are not. only 
getting a taste of war. but a 
taste of hell as well. But cas- 
ualties to our forces will go down | 
considerably when we can begin | 
shuttle bombing from Italian | 
bases to England and back.” | 

The senator praised the Army | 
Engineers and the Navy Seabees 
for the “muscle grease? they are 
putting into the war overseas. He 
said that the men worked 20 
hours a day to build factories and 
airfields in North Africa, the Pa- 
cific area and any place Ameri- 
cans have taken. 

Fifth a Great Army. 


“Tl saw the Fifth’ Army train- 
ing for the Italian invasion,” Rus- 
sell continued. “I've never seen 
a more splendid group of men— 
great strapping six-footers. They 
were the men who held out at 
Salerno when other Army vet- 
erans would have wavered. Sa- 
lerno might have been another 
Dunkirk if those men had _ not 
stood their ground.

We 
have witnessed to some degree 
the breakdown of the Christian 
home, and the failure of the 
church to meet the spiritual needs 
of child life. . 

“The war has revealed this 
weakness and brought us face to 
face with this problem. There is 
even now an awakened interest in 
this matter both on the part of 
| the church and the state. 

Revival of Interest. 


“Tt is my judgment that we are 
' going to see in the postwar world 
a revival of interest in religion 
‘and in moral and spiritual train- 
ing. This war has brought to light 
the imperative need of moral and 
religious training. The appeal of 
spiritual values will be intensified 
following the return of peace. The 
cry then will be a ‘Christian home 
‘for every child.’ We will see in 
ithe postwar world a closer co-op- 
-ertion between the home and the 
church in meeting the spiritual 
needs of childlife. 

“The only ideals that are re- 
maining in this world conflict are 
Christian ideals, and sp, following 
the close of the war, we shall wit- 
ness a revival of religion and of a 
greater appreciation of spiritual 
values. It is inevitable that these 
conditions will bring about a defi- 
nite Christian movement to meet 
the spiritual needs of childlife,” 
Dr. Tippett concluded.

Fifteen Years Ago. 
“Fifteen years ago, the average 


fourth grade in grammar school,” 
Almand pointed out. “Today, the 
average child completes the sixth 
grade. After the war, I expect this 
average to be moved into the high 
school level. We have more stu- 
dents graduating from high school 
today than were enrolled in high 
school not so many years ago.” 
Collins believes a greater per- 
centage of the children will be en- 
tering grade schools after the war, 
and that a very much higher per- 
centage will graduate from high 
schools. Those young children who 
are out of grade schools today are 
out because of indifference on the 
part of their parents, he says. With 
adult education teaching the fa- 
ther and mother to read and write, 
they, in turn, begin sending their 
children to school. Students drop 
out of high school because they 
are unable to find training for spe- 
cific jobs which they, because of 
their economic conditions, must 
without going to college.

With the birth rate soaring this 
year, Georgia will be populated by 
thousands of more children in the 
postwar period. This will add to 
the health load of the department. 
Incidentally, Watkins believes the 
birth rate has reached its peak and 
now will decline—marriage rates 
already are beginning to decline. 
He observed that most of the in- 
crease in birth rates were among 
white persons, as the colored birth 
rate probably was at its maximum 
in normal times. 

More Health Interest. 


While the war has held back 
normal health developments as 
health officers fight to hold peace- 
time gains against war diseases, 
it has, on the other hand, brought 
about more interest in health 
among the public,; Watkins be- 
lieves. He points to the training 
of nurses’ aides, first aid classes 
among Civilian Defense groups, 
etc., that should spread an inter- 
est in public health. 

Watkins does not think the pres- 
ent food rationing program will 
make weaklings out of postwar 
children, because the people have 
learned to select foods carefully, 
and the rationing programs pro- 
vide basic foods. 

It is the work of Watkins’ divi- 
sion to start the child off healthy 
and keep him alive through in- 
fancy. Georgia’s mortality rate 
has been high, but it is being re- 
duced. Fewer mothers and chil- 
dren die. In 1929 only 12 per cent 
of the babies were born in hos- 
pitals; today 50 per cent are hos- 
pital deliveries. 

The boy and girl of today are 
healthier than their predecessors 
of yesterday, and the youths of to- 
morrow will be even healthier, 
Watkins predicts. That is because 
of the normal gain in health ac- 
tivities. 
made in health work before the 
war; health workers are prevent- 
ing any setback during the war, 
and expanded health activities in 
the postwar period will make the 
boys and girls more physically 
stroig.

‘Mother’s Place Is in Home,’ 


Fulton’s Judge Watkins Says’ 


By WELLINGTON WRIGHT. 

“The proper and patriotic place 
for a mother is in her home and 
not in a war plant.” 

This is the considered opinion 
of Judge Garland M. Watkins, of 
the Fulton county juvenile court. 

“There is no day nursery in ex- 
istence,” continued Judge Watkins, 
“that can take the place of the 
mother in the home.” 

Judge Watkins, for nearly 22 
years on the bench of the juvenile 
court, talked with a Constitution 
reporter on the problems of juve- 
nile delinquency. They are such 
problems as have become the daily 
routine of his court and ‘in their 
almost infinite complexity they 
often spell out the terrible trag- 
edy of children deprived, through 
no fault of their own, of their nat- 
ural heritage of light and laugh- 
ter. 

In reiterating his opinion of the 
importance of the home as _ the 
first,line of defense against juve- 
nile delinquency, Judge Watkins 
showed concern at the large in- 
crease in the number of juveniles 
who have come into his court dur- 
ing the first 10 months of 1943. 
For this period, the official fig- 
ures show a total of 1,514 cases 
and 1,055 for the same period of 
1942, an increase of 30% per cent. 
While unwilling to say so flatly, 
Judge Watkins suspects that the 
fact that many mothers have gone 
into war work may have a good 
deal to do with this marked in- 
crease in the number of juvenile 
delinquent cases. 

The breakdown of these totals 
is as follows: 647 white male in 
1943\ against 367 in 1942, an in- 
crease of 43 per cent; 144 white 
female against 97, an increase of 
33 per cent; 585 Negro male 
against 471, an increase of 20 per 
cent; 138 Negro female 8 against 
120, an increase of 13 per cent. 


White Delinquency. 


Of these figures, Judge Watkins 
said: “This is the second year 
since 1915, when this court came 
into existence, when the increase 
in white delinquency was greater 
than that of the colored. I’m won- 
dering if the fact that so many 
white mothers have gone into war 
plants doesn’t have a lot to do 
with this.” 

Of course, Judge Watkins is all 
for patriotism and all for doing 
everything possible to win the 
war as quickly as possible. But he 
is emphatically concerned about 
what’s going n in respect to the 
home. 

“The home is the basis of our 
society, the bulwark of our civi- 
lization,” he continued. “Yet at the 
present time the home is being 
undermined and it is my definite 
opinion, gained from my long ex- 
perience in the juvenile court, that 
the most patriotic thing a mother 
can do is to remain in her home 
and make it a fit and proper place 
for her children to live in. 


Major Problems. 

“What I’m most interested in is 
to prevent juvenile delinquency. 
Most of the cases that come before 
me are already major problems by 
the time they get here. More often 
than not, the right sort of home 
life. could have prevented these 


problems entirely. You can’t be too | 


emphatic in saying that there’s no 
day nursery that anybody ever 
dreamed of that can take the place 
of the home.” 

While on this topic, Judge Wat- 
kins remarked that he

Juvenile delinquency, continued 
Judge Watkins, is a community 
problem and not primarily a prob- 
lem for the courts. It is the duty 
of the community, he insisted, to 
devise methods to prevent the 
problem, while the courts can only 
devise remedies for individual 
cases, 

“There is no one cause for juve- 
fe delinquency,” he said. ‘“Usu- 
ally, in every case, there are many 
causes. But broken homes, delin- 
quent parents, vicious homes, bad 
housing conditions, poverty, lack

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Presidential Message 

There can be little, if any, doubt the 
congress will accede to the request, made in 
President Roosevelt's special message of Tues- 
cay, that provision be made for mustering- 
out pay, for unemployment allowances and 
other benefits for discharged or inactivated 
men and women in the armed services. 

Whether or not the congress will see eye 
to eye with the President on his request for 
a law providing unemployment insurance for 
the Merchant Marine is another question. 
Citing such insurance now in force for rail- 
road men, the President asked similar enact- 
ment for sailors of our Merchant Marine. How- 
ever, there is a question whether an economy- 
minded congress will provide such special 
privilege for one class of workers, no matter 
how commendable their war service, when 
others do not enjoy the same privilege, except 
for the limited benefits of the present social 
security law with its old-age benefits. 

No man will object to any proper provision 
to make easier the readjustment of men and 
women of the services to civilian life after 
their honorable discharge. The President sug- 
gests payment of “mustering-out pay” in the 
form of monthly payments for a definite period 
after they leave the service, thus to provide 
a means of support while they find suitable 
civilian employment and become able, once 
more, to support themselves. Added to this he 
wants a form of unemployment insurance that 
would guard against poverty for any ex-service 
men or women who were not able to become 
self-supporting by the end of the period of 
Smustering-out” pay. 

Such a method would be far better than 
the old plan of lump-sum payments upon dis- 
charge, or of a bonus, perhaps years later, 
es was the case after the last war. 

However, the details and the amounts of 

such payments Were left to be decided by the 
congress. Undoubtedly it will make suitable 
provision. However, inasmuch as some indi- 
viduals are already being discharged from serv- 
ice or placed on the inactive list it is, as the 
President pointed out, extremely desirable that 
there be as little delay as possible in enacting 
the required legislation.

Leaves May Be Useful 

“The leaves fall and lie thick upon the 
ground; the chill winds sing sad requiems 
over their decay’; so runs an excerpt from a 
poetical description of this period of the year 
when the trees shed their foliage and go into 
hibernation for the winter. 

The leaves are cleared out of roof gutters 
by careful householders, not only that those 
gutters may be free to perform their function, 
but to guard against a possible fire from a 
spark landing in accumulated dry leaves. For 
the most part the leaves that “fall and lie 
thick upon the ground” are garnered into piles 
and burned, but this year they should be put 
to a useful purpose. 

It is estimated this year there were some 
20.000.000 victory gardens, compared with about 
‘6.000.000 home gardens usually planted in 
peacetime. Those victory gardens produced an 
estimated 8,000,000 tons of vegetables and 
fruits, but that splendid preduction took a lot 
out of the soil, and to equal it next year some- 
thing must be put into the soil to restore its 
fertility. Rotted leaves will answer that pur- 
pose. 

A simple method of preparing the leaves for 
use is to make a compost receptacle in the 
backyard, either by digging a pit or building 
one of boards. Fill the pit with leaves and 
weigh them down with a thin layer of earth, 
and as more leaves accumulate, follow the 
same procedure. When the time arrives to 
plant your victory garden, the leaves will be 
thoroughly rotted. Spread them on the garden 
plot, turn them under, and vital food elements 
will be returned to the soil and thus aid in 
making your victory garden more productive.

Lieutenant General George 8. Patton, com- 
mander of the Seventh Army in Africa and 
Sicily, has been reprimanded and forced to 
apologize for striking an American soldier 
whom he wrongly bélieved to be avoiding duty.

Georgia to the Fore 

Georgia and Georgians rather hogged the 
spotlight at the convention, on Monday in 
New York, of the American Prison Association. 

Warden Joseph W. Sanford, at least a Geor- 
gian by adoption since he has been warden 
ot the United States penitentiary at Atlanta 
for five years, was elected president of the 
organization. 

Edward D. Everett, chairman of the Georgia 
Prison and Parole Board, was élected secretary 
of the American Parole Association, an affiliate 
group. 

And the association adopted a resolution 
praising Governor Arnall and his administra- 
tion “for taking the initial steps to make the 
prison system of Georgia conform to the best 
practices in the field of penology.” 

Since the prison reform program was 
launched by Governor Arnall this state has 
received almost as much favorable publicity in 
prison affairs as it used to receive unfavorable. 
This because the sincerity of Governor Arnall, 
of Director of Corrections Wiley Moore and of 
the others associated in the task of prison 
reform, is so self-evident. 

Chairman Everett’s election in New York 
is conclusive evidence that the excellent work 
of the new Georgia Prison and Parole Board 
is recognized all over the country. That board 
has, since its creation last January, placed the 
issuance of pardons and paroles upon humane 
and intelligent basis, eliminating the inde- 
fensible “pardon racket” that flourished in 
Georgia under previous state administrations, 

As for Warden Sanford, his work is too 
well known to need laudation here. Yet it is 
perhaps significant that he is best known 
for his work in the rehabilitation of prisoners, 
an objective which takes primary place in the 
goals sought by the new Georgia prison set-up.

The Sole Effect 

The bill to exempt all pre-Pearl Harbor 
fathers from selective service draft until all 
available single men have been inducted has 
been passed by both house and senate and now 
awaits only the presidentia] signature to make 
it, law. | 
However, inasmuch as there is a qualifying 
phrase in the wording of the bill itself, making 
it effective only if it does not affect “the usual, 
regular and orderly flow of the nation’s man- 
power into the armed forces,” the effect of 
the measure upon the fathers it is supposed 
to benefit will be but slight. This because the 
selective policy it requires is already practiced 
by draft boards all over the country. 

There is one item:of the bill, though, which 
will change the administrative set-up on the 
draft. It takes all authority over selective 
service away from War Manpower Commission- 
er Paul V. McNutt. The effect of this is to 
make it impossible for the manpower com- 
missioner to order change in the exemption 
status of a war worker when that worker, for 
any reason, changes to a non-deferrable em- 
ployment or quits work entirely. 

Thus, although the bill is actually ineffec- 
tive in regard to its surface beneficiaries, the 
pre-Pearl Harbor fathers, it does take a weapon 
away from the government in regard to wilful 
draft dodgers and war workers who are gullty 
of strikes, absenteeism or other interference 
with war production.

The thoughts expressed are so 
clear and stimulating it seemed 
advisable to republish them here, 
for the benefit of good men here 
perplexed with the problem of 
proper treatment of the war crim- 
inals. 

“As peace approaches,” the leaf- 
let reads, “its many problems be- 
come more constantly acute. Not 
least is there being discussed 
man-to-man much concerning our 
domestic conditions, and particu- 
larly about the final settlement 
with Nasjonal Samling and other 
war criminals. Mindful of the po- 
sition which the church has occu- 
pied during these years of occupa- 
tion, there are many who ask 
what the church has to say in the 
coming settlement. We have there- 
fore asked certain men of the 
church for their opinion, and on 
the basis of their statements we 
believe we can establish the fol- 
lowing: 


Evil Must 
Be Punished. 

“The church’s attitude, here as 
in other matters, will not be de- 
termined by political or oppor- 


eyes to evil. Quite the opposite, it 
is for the church very essential 
that evil receives its punishment. 
‘Not because revenge is to be 
wrought, but because God’s jus- 
tice requires it. It may be tempt- 
‘ing to circumvent the settlement. 
to say that now we have had 
enough of death penalty and 
prison, that now we want to re- 
turn to the good old and harm- 
less days, and enjoy our regained 
freedom without mixing the bitter 
pill of settlement into it and 
without having to listen to the 
harsh words of justice. But if our 
people follow this course we shall 
be ‘sailing with skeletons in our 
cargo’ because we do not then 
base our community life on jus- 
tice, but on convenience. Crime 
is not only a social wrong, but a 
sin. The church has always known 
that crime must be punished and 
sin atoned. . . . Paul teaches us 
(Romans 13:4) that the ruler 
‘beareth noth the sword in vain: 
for he is the minister of God, a 
revenger to execute wrath upon 
him that doeth evil.’ 


“The respect for the Inviolability 
of law, for the country’s constitu- 
tion and society's authority will be 
destroyed for generations among 
our people if the guilty are not 
held responsible. Not even honest 
repentance shal. exempt from 
punishment. Quite the opposite, a 
sincere repentance will be reflect- 
ed in a willingness to pay the 
penalty, in a readiness—yes, in a 
need—to atone for the breach that 
has been committed. He who re- 
pents will not want to avoid the 
settlement, but will wish to take 
the consequences of his crime. 

“But the church must demand 
that this settlement transpires in 
legal manner, It is only authority 
which has the right to punish 
crimes; all private revenge and al! 
personal craving for vengeance is 
condemned by God’s Word. If our 
people should give way to their 
passions, we would begin the new

More by the implication of his 
manner than in so many words 
he conveyed the thought that the 
individual citizen, in or out of the 
service can help the United States 
and preserve the liberties which 
he is about to fight for by being 
careful not to throw cigaret butts 
on the floor. That, of course, 1s 
a figure of speech although it is 
one of the first lessons that a 
serviceman learns, and in the 
wider sense, it means restraint 
and individual responsibility, the 
lack*of which is the basic cause 
of many of our domestic troubles.

The condition can be 
traced back to much 
Decline earlier beginnings, 

for we are a rough

And by now it 
is almost law among us that any 
element of the population which 
breaks over is to be pitied, not 
punished, and placated' with 
playgrounds, swimming pools, 
free doctors to mend those who 
are cut up in brawls, charming 
living quarters provided in large 
part by quieter and better citl. 
zens and some great public moth- 
ering institution to relieve them 
of the responsibility of caring for 
their own young. 

Against the living and shining 
refutation offered by the lives of 
such men as Al Smith, Jim Farley 
and scores of othef illustrious and 
useful Americans who were born 
poor and had to improvise their 
playgrounds and games, the no- 
tion that poverty and lawlessness 
are identical or complementary 
still gains ground. The cure most 
commonly recommended for 
many ills that ail us is to make 
all the people well-to-do by some 
plan not yet formulated beyond 
the preamble expressing. this 
pleasant intent. On the other 
hand there is abundant evidence 
in many conspicuous careers of 
rich men’s sons and daughters 
that squalor exists in the pent- 


house,

ed discipline and the Communists 
live by a discipline equally rigid, 
although they deny it. Thus any 
suggestion that discipline be im- 
posed on us is scorned as un- 
American when the fact is that 
we have always used force, im- 
plied or active, to keep the peace 
among ourselves and are plagued 
now by a growing belief that this 
force has weakened or been re- 
pudiated utterly. 

The truth is that our discipline 
is bad and the flippant, name- 
calling political manners brought 
in with the change of administra- 
tion in 1933, the  bear-baiting 
methods used on prominent indi- 
viduals to make the crowd laugh 
are largely responsible. The indi- 
vidual has been taught that if he 
throws his cigaret butts on the 
floor, something called the gov- 
ernment will pick them up. And, 
while the Navy and the Army, 
with their continuing tradition of 
honor, duty and country, have 
appealed to the pride and con- 
science of millions of servicemen, 
inspiring them to do right for the 
reward of inner satisfaction, the 
tendency among too many civil- 
ians has been just the other way.

WASHINGTON PARADE

UNREALISTIC CRITICISM WASHINGTON, Nov. 23.—After 
reading the State Department's 


recent 1,000-page review of foreign relations between the Ugited 
States and Japan prior to Pear! Harbor, some commentators Nave 
taken the view that the war in the Pacific might have been averted, 
| if there had been less government censorship 
and no suppression of official diplomatic come 

munications between Washington and Tokyo. 


Such a view seems to be narrow and un- 
realistic. It totally ignores the one basic cause 
of the war with Japan, which was nothing but 
sheer greed and an inordinate lust for terri- 
tory and power. Needless to say, it was the 
Japs, not we, who fell victims to this greed 
and lust. 


The critics, in the present case, have com- 
mitted the old error of seizing upon a minor 
deficiency in governmental! policy and blowing 
it up out of all proportion to its true relation 
to events. 

Hence it is going pretty far afield to say 
that war with Japan might have been avoided, if an unhampered 
American press, free of the policy of secrecy and censorship, had 
been permitted to keep the public fully informed on developments 
in the Pacific. 

By being truly informed on the possibility of war, the critics 
argue, the American public would have insisted on greater prep- 
aration for meeting the contingency, with the result that the Japs 
would never have attacked us. . 


WE WERE WARNED Now, that is probably true, if our prep. 


arations had been impressive enough. 
No nation, however ignorant, deliberately commits suicide. Ob- 
viously it would have been an act of suicide for the Japs to have 
attacked us, had our military might been built up before Pearl 
Harbor in keeping with the American potential Only now are they 
beginning to realize the terrible disaster they have brought upen 
themselves. 

But, returning to the original thesis of the critics, it is doubtful 
that any amount of warning would have convinced the American 
people that we were.in any danger of attack from Japan. Wedid 
have ample warning in that direction, in fact—about as much as 
the circumstances seem to warrant. 

_ Instead of reacting to it as a threat of danger, congress, which 
is the voice of the people, continued to vote down funds. right up 
to the last, for such Pacific defense projects as the fortification of 
Guam. The Guam proposal, recommended strongly by the Navy 
each time, was voted down on five separate occasions, if memory 


seryes correctly. , 
EVEN F. D. R. UNCONVINCED It also would have been 
rather difficult to sell the 

American people the idea that war with Japan was imminent when 
President Roosevelt himself, according to the best sources of. in- 
formation, did not believe such a development was in sight. There 
are reasons to believe the President, while somewhat concerned 
over the situation, was never convinced the Japs were likely to 
strike the first blow 

Our policy during the pre-Pearl Harbor days had been one 
minly of bluff. We were trying to keep the Japs at peace with the 
British, whese hands were tied by the Germans and whose rich 
resources in the South Pacific were coveted by Tokyo 

We delib@rately sought to create the impression that any Japa- 
nese war with Britain would ultimately and inevitable involve us. 
It was a diplomatic move pure and simple. Perhaps it would have 
involved us in time, but there is no more reason to suppose that 
a Japanese declaration of war on Britain, minus the treachery of 
Pearl Harbor, would have drawn us into the conflict than the 
German invasion of Poland did. 
_ Everyone knows we would have remained out as long as pose 
sible, though our sympathies would have been entirely on the side 
of the democracies as against the Axis dictator nations. 


THE FUNDAMENTAL CAUSE But where the critics are 


3 lacking in realism is in not 
being able to understand the real fundamental cause of the war, 
both in Europe and in the Pacific: the have-not nations against 
those that have. 

Japan was guided utterly and completely by greed. She coveted 
the rich posse8sions of the British, the Dutch and the French in the 
Pacific, as she did the Philippines She wanted to carve for herself 
a huge empire in the Orient. 

The time for the realization of such grandiose ambitions, which 
had been long cherished, seemed at hand when Germany, an ally, 
was in the ascendency in Europe. 

Evidence enough is at hand to believe that Premier Tojo had 
been promised by Hitler the German army would be in Moscow 
by that fateful day in December, 1941, when the Japs struck. The 
taking of Moscow would mark the collapse of Russia, after which 
the Hitlerite hordes would sweep down through the Middle East and 
form a junction with the Japs in India. The Axis would rule the 
greater part of the world, Germany and Italy in Europe and Japan 
in Asia.

GEORGE survey Shows Nazi Punishment, 
GALLUP Not German Annihilation, Our Aim 


PRINCETON, N. J., Nov. 23.— 
The new Nazis’ propaganda line is 
designed to convince the German 
people that defeat means utter 
and complete annihilation; that 
the war has become a desperate 
struggle for survival of the Ger- 
man nation. 

et if the average German 
could talk with typical Americans 
and learn their true personal opin- 
ions he would get a different im- 
pression, a nationwide-survey by 
the American: Institute shows. 

Recent utterances by leaders of 
the United Nations, arising from 
such policy-making meetings as 
the Moscow conference, make 
clear the intention to punish per- 
petrators of Nazi crimes and cruel- 
ties on the continent, but leave 
as yet undefined the policy to be 
adopted towards the German na- 
tion as a whole. 

Public Opinion. 

If past experiencé is any prece- 
dent, such a policy will be influ- 
enced greatly by public. opinion 
within the United Nations. To 
gauge what the state of opinion in 
this country is at the moment, the 
American Institute put this ques- 
tion to a carefully balanced cross- 
section of the’ voting population:

Largest group gave answers indi- 
cating a desire to keep Germany 
under strict supervision of con--: 
trol, but did not directly advocate 
destroying her completely. Most 
common in this group were those 
who favored an international po- 
lice force; disarming Germany 
completely; changing her form of 
government, or similar restrictive 
steps. This group represents 49 
per cent of those interviewed. 

Another 21 per cent represented 
views of those who agreed with 
the theory that Germany~-as a 
nation is incurably warlike, and 
that, therefore, Germany must be 
completely and permanently de- 
stroyed. Largest number of these 
advocate dividing Germany into 
small states. 

Rehabilitation. 

Then there were those people 
who stressed the rehabilitation of 
Germany. In this group were 
placed those answers which sug- 
gested re-educating the Germans 
against war; helping her rehabili- 
tate herself; trading with her, and 
so forth. These answers, like thost 
in the first group, wanted the 
German nation supervised to pre- 
vent her once again plunging the 
world into war, but stressed re- 
habilitation to a greater degree 
group. This 
classification accounted for 19 per 
cent of the answers received. 

A*few (4 per cent of those iIn- 
terviewed) advocated a “do noth- 
ing” policy and gave such replies 
as “leave her alone,” “don't do 
anything to her,” ete. 

In tabular form, replies received 
to this open question, therefore, 
would look like this:

Harmon also owns 85 per cent 
of the wholesale and retail liquor 
store at 145 Auburn avenue, N. 
E., according to Melvin Pazol, in 
whose name the store was licensed 
by the state. Pazol said he per- 
sonally owned only 15 per cent 
of the business. He said he did 
not know it was against state reg- 
ulations to operate both a whole- 
sale and retail business, adding 
that the state had granted him 
both licenses. 


L. J. and J. C. Garner, who op- 
erate a wholesale liquor store at 
203 Spring street, verified a re- 
port that Harmon had purchased 
their store at 77 Forsyth street. 
The sale of this store was not re- 
ported to the state at the time, 
Assistant Attorney General Fred 
Davis, who questioned the deal- 
ers at yesterday’s hearing, said.
